of the abstract blocks into each of a plurality of logic blocks includes: determining 
whether placing an abstract block assigned to a particular circuit element into a specific 
logic block violates any of a set of design rules relating to that specific logic block, 
wherein the logic blocks are grouped into clusters; and determining whether placing the 
abstract block into a cluster containing that specific logic block violates any of a set of 
design rules relating to that cluster.
